m R ofa Halford wa nd era i nto 1 h e 

™ Village Inn, ore of the few 
nightspols In the Coconut Grove district 
of Miami, all set to down a few drinks and 
catch a little live music before bedtime. 
However he's hardly destined to spends 
quiet night at the bar. 

Upon arrival at the club, Rob's 
immediately surrounded by a swarm of 
new-found acquaintances. Clearly the 
Priest vocalist has had little difficulty in 
making friends with the locals while he 
and the lads have been down In Florida 
mixing the new album. 

Musical entertainment is being 
provided by the group Gypsy Queen, 
who are fronted by a young lady bearing 
faint resemblance to Heart's Nancy 
Wilson. As with many of the bends on the 
American club circuit their material 
largely revolves around cover numbers. 
Consequently we’re 1 rested to a string of 
tunes by the likes of Loverboy. 

Quarter!lash and Pal Benatar. The crowd 
seem to like it this way and the odd 
original composition tends to be 
received with indifference. 

As soon as the singer catches sight of 
Rob, she wanders over inviting him to 
join her lor a jam later. Much to her 
delight, the studded one agrees. Some 
fifteen minutes later he strolls towards 
the stage and is given appropriate 
’special guest 1 Introduction treatment 
from the lass, 

’ Rob and I are gonna trade a few 
ticksf” she announces, before 
proceeding to unleash an ear-splitting 
scream. Looking a shade embarrassed. 
Halford grins and returns the 
compliment with one of his ’specials'. He 
leaves her way behind, hitting some 
Incredible notes, and soon takes 
command of the situation. “I want you to 
get down on your hands and kneea!" he 
bawls. In true Exciter' fashion. She duly 
responds and for Ihe ensuing five 
minutes the pair indulge In some wild 
vocal antics. It's an hysterical scenario 
— one can hardly maintain a straight 
facet 

Halford finally takes leave of the stage 
and ambles back to the bar amidst much 
backslapplng and applause from the 
audience. Now’s the time for some 
serious drinking! Halford’s current rave 
is an exceed) ngly dead ly cockta II 
‘Russian Roulette, a few of which would 
leave even the most ardent alcoholic flat 
on his back. Within a short while It's 
closing time.., 

Late the following afternoon Halford 
looks a tittle worse for wear as ha arrives 


at the studios, confessing that he may 
well have had a few too many last night! 
Producer Tom Aflom appears even more 
jaded, having spent the early hours 
mixing one of the new tracks. Working 
on the theory that there's nothing better 
for a hangover than a little heavy metal. 
Rob decided to play a tape containing 
rough mixes of the record. Titled 
'Screaming For Vengeance', the singer Is 
convinced that it is unquestionably 
Priest's most important release to date. 

“This alburn's fairly crucial because 
we re at a point now where we do stand 
to become very big in terms of major 
world recognition," he declares. ’Wa rs 
big now. but I still tael that Priest has a 
long way to go and we could shorten 
everything by having this LP turn out the 
way we want It to." 

Another reason for the importance of 
this record. Is of course, due to the 
relative lack of success Priest enjoyed 
with their last effort 'Point 6f Entry’. To 
these ears, that was one of the finer 
releases of 1981, containing gems like 
Hot Rocking' and the marvellous Desert 
Plains'. Indeed, one wonders why It 
felled to register sufficient impact. 

Hob' ‘ I suppose It didn’t have the 
correct ingredients for what you need to 
gain major recognition. To be quite 
honest I don’t really know why It didn’t 
do as well as I thought it would though — 
at the time I felt It was our strongest. And 
each time we make an album we give It 
our 100%. Some people totd me that ihey 
reckoned the album was a bit 
self-indulgent and that we did things just 
for ourselves, t never viewed it that way 
and we never approach albums like that. 
Obviously you write songs that please 
you primarily but then you're also aware 
of your public — you have to be." 

As the music rolls on we arrive at Ihe 
track ’Take These Chains'. It's 
undeniably the catchiest item Priest hsve 
ever laid down and does have leanings 
towards the American radio market. No 
doubt there will be those who accuse JP 
of 'selling out' end one wonders how 
Rob might react. 

"We could exist and be just as much a 
success If we were to concentrate solely 
on Britain and Europe. But when you 
want to be in the world class then you've 
gol to write for the world. Yog can't just 
write for one set of people. And l feel that 
with continued trips to America you do 
get s i ight ly coloured in the way you 
write, but fdon’t think that's a bad thing. 

It just opens up the possibilities you've 
got. And as far as us spending quite a lot 
of time in America, I think our fans at 
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photographer a severe thrashing on the 
pool table. As he pots black and collects 
the ten dollar stake a cheeky grin 
spreads wide across his face!The 
lensman appears grieved and declines 
the offer ol a re-match, doubtless 
concerned that he'll leas more 
greenbacks. 

Axeman KK is an extremely amusing 
chap. In fad when the day comes for him 
to put his guitar hack in Its case he 
should seriously consider a career In 
comedy. He's a natural comic. However 
when It comes to Priest's music KK Is 
very serious — and with good reason. 
After spending nigh on a decade working 
to reach ihe top it would be very foolish 
to treat matters lightly at this juncture. 
His six-string partner In crime Glen 
Tipton adopts a similar attitude when It 
comes to music. And when Halford and 
entourage depart tor the Agorra. the two 
guitarists remain In the studios to ensure 


home have got the intelligence to 
appreciate that it they were in our shoes 
they'd be doing exactly the same thing." 

Some will wonder why Judas Priest 
have been mixing in an American studio 
rather then a British one. The answer is 
simple: owing to the ridiculous tax laws 
in the UK it haa now become for more 
prudent to record abroad- Besides 
which, when studio work becomes as 
intense as it Is with a band like Priest it 
also helps to be In a relaxed 
environment. Here at Bay shore Studios 
In Miami there are excellent facilities. 

After listening to the ‘rough mix' tape 
Halford disappears. This evening he's 
agreed to jam' with local band Roxx at 
the Agorra Ballroom and with MTV 
(America's TV music channel) filming the 
event he's doubtless keen to ensure that 
this stud In'leather are In good shape! 
Meanwhile, KK Downing fa In the 
process of giving Priest's official 
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that the title track of the album It mixed 
to perfection. 

KK and Glen are two extremely 
accomplished guitarists, though sadly 
their talents have often been underrated 
in the past. Perhaps this is because of 
the fact that being a dual-axe 
combination less attention is focused 
upon them as individuals. One wonders 
how they find It working together? 

“It'a a difficult thing, attest a Glen. 
"You nre often faced with situations 
where both of you might want to take a 
lead break and both of us have had to 
make concessions. It can lead to 
arguments if you let It."' 

KK: "On the Iasi album we couldn't 
decided how to split them, eo we sat 
down and timed every available solo 
space and divided It that way. 
Occasionally i’ll fancy doing one 
particular solo or Glen'll fancy another 
and we just decided what's best for that 
song." 

Glen: "It's difficult because we've 
obviously got far more to say In us than 
we can actually pul cn an album. One of 
our strongest points has always been the 
two styles of lead. We never deviated 
much from our records in concert, not 
because we don t want to, but we know 
— especially if there's very characteristic 
lead elements — that’s whit the kids 


want to hear. They don't want to see you 
self-indulgently jamming away. We might 
enjoy that more, but the kids wouldn’t. 
They want to hear whet's on the record,’' 

The lead work on the LP is nothing less 
than brilliant. As we listen to 'Screaming 
For Vengeance (for about the JOth time!) 
KK and Glen agree with producer Tom 
Allom that they ve got the right mix for 
the eong. Tom and engineer Louis Austin 
take a brief, but well -earned, break and 
Glen decides to venture up to the Agorra 
and see what's happening. 

En route Tipton affirms his belief that 
Judas Priest is still very much a heavy 
metal outfit. "Wa ve never deviated," he 
explains. "At one point ‘heavy metal’ was 
considered a dirty word but we never 
thought so and we were always proud to 
say that we were an HM band. There’s 
this dilemma going around lhat if you 
play heavy metal then you ahouid avoid 
melody — and that's false. Nobody can 
ever deny that we’ve been an out-and-out 
HM band, but we've always put more into 
our music than just riffs — we've got far 
more to say in us." 

The nexl day (early evening onwards 
to be precise!) is consumed fn the 
studios. Several more mixes meet PJ's 
approval before the night Is over. At 
mid-day the following afternoon It's 
down to the beach for the lads and KK, 


Rob and Glen indulge in a little jet-skllng. 
Bassist Ian Hill and drummer Dave 
Holland aren’t present at the mixes by 
the way. However, both will be joining 
the others shortly when Priest 
commence their 1982 US touring 
schedule. 

“It'll probably be our longest ever 
American tour, announces Rob. “We 
start at the end of July and finish some 
time in October. But if people 
understood the situation, they’d realise 
why we have to spend more time over 
here. Everybody has to work extensively 
because It ■ such a big country. Even If 
you fly on a jet It takes about six hours to 
get from one side to the other! The thing 
is that people alt over the world want to 
see Judas Priest and we have to try and 
get to everybody whan we can. Hopefully 
well be back in Britain at the end of '82.” 

“Every kid at home believes that If 
you're In a band like Judas Priest or 
whatever, then you’re a multi-millionaire. 
But you’re not. We're respectably 
well-off, but for the amount of time and 
effort put In I'd say that we've put In far 
more than we've got a return an. But 
that's OK. Still, at this stage of the game, 
all we're looking for is good music and 
the money we deserve — that’s all. We 
still get oft by going on stage as five 
people and blowing roofs off f"

restaurant table with an irate 
look upon hie lace. 

"Thefe I was, just taking a 
piss, and this guy nest to me 
starts looking me up and down. 
So then I stare hack at him until 
finally he says Don'I I know 
your lace — you re a musician 
aren't you?' I mean, so whal il I 
am? Jeezi it's a poor state of 
affairs when you can't even go 
to the balhroom without 
someone hassling you!" 

Ah, the price ol fame! 

Right nnw Phil Lynott is 
COncentTalirq his efforts on his own 
sofo work but he' s adamant itiat this 
doesn'1 signify itie end oi Thin 
Lizzy. 'Basically the band has some 
time-git this summer and so il 
seemed a good chan® for me io do 


my own thing for a while . We Old 
those Brutish dales a couple of 
months ago and the London ones 
war b lilmed, so there'll be* a new 
video coming out soon We start 
doing a new album in August and 
should be spending aboul a month 
rn (ho studios. 

In the meantime Phtlip is going 
Out on the road For his first solo tour 
with a variety of musicians., playing 
gigs m Ireland and Europe. There' 
are no British dales scheduled — 
why is this? 

“Well. I'm doing Scandinavia 
because my lirst album did as well 
as the Lizzy one there.'' he explains, 
"and while I'm in Europe we set up a 
lew Gotman dates. I'm playing in 
Ireland because ii s hardy (he still 
lives in his native country! bul as far 
as England's concerned I lett I'd 
attract too many Lizzy supporter. 
Besides which, people might think | 
have a big ego." 

Does he sutler Irom a big ego? 


■Well it's noi as big as some 
people might think 1 am egotistical, 
thall won : t deny I do think I'm good 
— in fact I know I'm good — but I 
know trial I don 't appeal tb 
everybody 

"But I'm not as presumptious to 
say Ihal I'm heller than Lizzy. And \ 
know that il I attempted a soio lour 
in England while Lizzy is still going, 
people would Ihmk that I m putting 
myselt above Lizzy And so by not 
touring Britain I Feel I'm giving Lizzy 
the respeci n deserves ' 

T HIS SUMMER also sees the 
release of Philip's second sold 
L P, titled simply The Philip 
Lynott Album". Lizzy Rupporters 
have doubliess wondered why the 
record has taken such a long time to 
come out — in the last tour 
programme it was set lor r eleas£ in 
January ol this year 
Philip Tve actually had il finished 
in various stages end I could have 
had il Out Iasi Jure ('fll). But then 
Lizzy were going to come out with 


which then got delayed 
mine got put back even 
The thing is lhal I definitely 
didn't want to ietease ri too close to 
Lizzy’s — that's whal happened 
with 'Soin In Soho’ and I think the 
kids were a bit confused Anyway, 
lire new one was then set la eme rge 
in January but ai that stage I'd 
decided to put some new songs on 
k. 

"The album was going to be 
called Fatalistic Attitude’ but ihen 
I decided io change it to ’The Philip 
Lynott Album 1 ."

No. I had been 
on pretty much a downer before 
hand — it appealed to my sense of 
melancholy^ I'm one oi these people 
who. when l start leeiing sorry for 
myself, can ad nelly enjoy it And 1 
tend to draw it out for as long as 
possible, it's a great source -of 
inspiration." 

Had you found that you'd begun 
lo mass too many down' songs'* 

"Yeah, that's whal was 
happening with (he album and 
hence the title change, i added two 
tracks which were more 'up and 
Ihey changed the aimosphere of the 
whole record ' 

doe ol the new tones was a song 
called Togelhef'. DeRiined to be the 
firsl single, it s a very danceabfo 
record, almost disco l wondered 
how Philip leeis the Lizzy Ians will 
read when ihey hear is 7 

Well. I do actually fret that they 
think it's Lizzy." he states, T>r ihai 
it's the way S want to bung Lizzy, 
because rt's not. I hope they'll 
assess il For themselves and I think 
the Lizzy supporters are very 
capable of liking two styles of music 
from the same artisle 
“The reason I'm keen to keep my 
own thing going as we 1 ! is because I 
write an abundance ol material that 
I want to pul out But I can't slate 
quite calegoncal ly that Thin Lizzy 
definitely isn't splitting.' 

T hat last Statement whi 
come as a reM to those Ians 
who rniqhl have fell that the 
demi se oF the band was dose at 
hand. In lad, earlier this year there 
was a minor scare wipers rt was 
rumoured that Scott Gorham was 
no longer in the line-up At the time 
Lizzy were playing m Spam — whal 
actually happened - ^ 

“I came out badly in ihe press,' 1 
states Phikp. "When in doubl uRe 
Phil' Bui in FeicI Scott was the one 
who was messed up It was irksome 
and I only put up With crap for 50 
long. He was so ill wilh bronchial 
pneumonia' and that, so I said Go 
and get on a plane home i! you're 
that sick, and tell me when you're 
better.

BUFFALO Is a truly horrendous moniker, conjuring up the worst of 
NWOBHM cliches and attitudes, and I would strongly advise the 
guys in the tond tc induce a name change Or he prejudged with all 
the wrong ideas by a vast amounl ol punters. 

Yet The band is not. in feet, a raucous, unprofessional, sexist 
group of upstarts, but rather four experienced musician# with a 
penchant for hard, tuneful songs. They now have little lo do with 
the dreary 'Battle Tom Heroes song which appeared on the worst 
compilation album ever — namely New Electric warrior# and as a 
single on Heavy Metal Records 


The current IIne-up of Buffalo la: Mick Priestley on lead guitar, 
vocalist end guitarist Mick Bailey. Gary Short on bass and newest 
recruit, drummer Gary Taylor while the next recorded piece ol 
Buffalo is due in June on the Heavy Metal label once more. The 
release will be a single, namely Mean Machine' The Rumour^ but 
aa Mick Priestley explained, h is rather m false representation of 
Buffalo: 

The single was put down a long lime ago with our old line-up so 
it tot little to do wHh the current Buffalo. Ou Matt demo I# far more 
relevant. This five track demo is m vast Improvement on previous 
band output, containing solid rock songs tuch as Detroit Motor 
City; Bach To The wail' and the old Spencer Davit Group chestnut 
Gimme Some Lav I n‘ and while ll wouldnT set the world on fire, 
being dismissed by more fashion conscious people as doted and 
Irrelevant. I know I hat It would appeal lo many an HM disco-goer. 
HM disco fans ere nol AAR men. however, as Mick has discovered. 

We were very pleated with the demo and sent It off to twalve 
different aaR department# with nigh nope# $0 far we've heard 
nothing. They haven't even had the decency to ret urn the tape. II 
seemt to me that if you don 't mention devil worthip and that kind 
ol demonism in your tongs, then you can t get anywhere! 

Another blow to uS was lhat we were due to record an album for 
Heavy Metal Records titled ‘in The Flesh. but now the owner of the 
label has said that he doesn't like the materiel, so we may nol be 
able to go ahead with It.' 

Mick is genuinely perplexed at this negative response but 
doggedly refuses to give up: 

We keep gigging around our home areas of Manchester and 
Blackburn and hope that something win turn up. we ve had good 
reactions in the past and useful support slots have come our way, 
such as with Molorhsad. Gil Ian and The PI rales. We own six tons of 
goer so we have the potential, and we may be going to Canada for 
seven weeke' work soon .

f F 1 could get away with it I'd never use moni¬ 
tor speakers, i mean, l‘ve been singing fpck 
lor almost fifteen years and for the first eight I 
thoupghi a monitor was someone who gave you 
the miJk at school 1 But chat was tack in the days 
when we were doing seven one hour slims a nigh I 
■ n little dubs in Germany and the loudesl amp 
going was an AC30. Now things a*e a little diffe¬ 
rent. Even with Trapeze I was playing big 
stadiums in America and you need com prehen- 
s-ive moniioring to be able to hear anything at all. 
You're nol rubbing shoulders wilh ihe rest of the 
band hike you migtii be in the Marquee or some- 
where, ypg see When Heep were in the Slams 
last both Micky Box and Bob Oaisley were off on 
twenty feel or more away from me while John 
Sinclair wes even further. All the sounds echo 
around so much you come lo rely on your monitor 
speaker co give you some idea of where you 
areexacwy in e gong But they get in the way and 
they look terrible to my mind They make Che sin 
ger look like he $ got no <eel and they ca^ be 
dangerous too. I tripped over one recently at the 
Mayfair in Newcastle after some inker grabbed 
my arm and caught me off balance. I cracked a 
rib. So now l m working on the idea of getting 
them off the stage and sel mto lhe drum nser. It 
Thai's possible. 

"hn actual fact I don't have a tremendous 
amount going chrough my monitors at the best o! 
times All I need is something to keep me in lime 
and something to prtch to That generally means 
the bass drum, the snare down and a louoh of j 
John s keyboards A& well as my voice* ot coor&e. 
Bur ihe balance differs from song lo song July 
Morning 15 one of the luckiest, I have to know ex¬ 
actly where John is on the intro because my cue 
is very precise. So I always ask the monitor mix:er 
to push up ihe keyboards tor the boginning ol that 
song. | never need any of Boxy though. He's so 
kiud on stage anyway you couldn't possibly miss 
him. But we alt have different requirement — 
what I need to hear isn't what Lee (Korslakei 
needs, for instance — so our engineer ends up 
mixing rhe on-stage sound six differenl ways 
He's worth hrs weight in gold. 

“I always end up singing through a Shuro 68 
microphone which is a really bog standard model, 
it's not my favourite particularly — but it seems 
like it's the one that suits my voice the best under 
any circumstance. Wnenevei He&p try another 
PA company their guys always suggest I try 
something a little more sophisticated buE invari¬ 
ably a madia will dash on alter the first number 
end replace the fancy job with the old Shura. I : 
have quite a full and rich voice, you see. and the 
Shore is about the only one to do it full lusiice 
because it has a lot of depth to it. Not thal I know 
very much about microphones — I pust smg in the 
end with the silver belt on it and leavH all the wor¬ 
rying to the engineers. I don’t even know whether 
they pul any effects go my voice out front There's 
always a slight delay slapped on it, but that's stan¬ 
dard these days I donH think there's anybody I

who sings dry' any more. But if they're using Har¬ 
monizes or adt uniis then nobody's telling me. 
I'd be able to tall ai the sound-check anyway be¬ 
cause alt those kind of machines would take 
hgijrg to set up correctly white all! do is literal ly 
walk up to the mike., grve the engineer a mouthful 
of abuse and ho says 'OK. Why dun t you go for 
one?', it rarely lakes more than five minulos On 
the other hand, when we were in the studios re¬ 
cording Abominoq' it took A-shtey Howe, our pro¬ 
ducer. hours and hours to get a good vocal 
souhd. He used lo engineer tor people like Queen 
and IQGC and he learned all sort ol tricks like 
layenng voices and so on. At one stage be had 
me singing through seven microphonas at once 
whore i reckon one would have been more than 
enough But 1 had to say in ihe production, so I 
kept quiet. 


"1 was given my bead when it came to the 
actual singing I think you have lo be because 
there are so many different ways to delrver a sung 
it's best to leave it to the singer's judgement. OT 
course, iP it’s one of my own songs then I know 
how it should go from the start. But if il onginaied 
Irom an idea ol Mickey s or Bob's — or anybody 
else, because we all write in Keep — ihen thev 
expacl me to bend and shape ihe tune a little. Ifs 
like when 1 write a song I might have a good idea 
of how the guitar solo should go even though I'm 
r>ot a good enough guitarist to play it myself. Bo I 
tell Micky Look, il should kick off like this and 
than get bigger. Can you do whatever it 15 that you 
do and make the idea work 7 ’ And that's the way 
the rest oi Ihe guys approach me with a song. I'm 
the singer so it's my job to make their tune hap¬ 
pen the best. Sometimes. of course. I'll get a bit 
carried away in rehearsal and John will stop mo 
and say No. Thai bit should be sung the way it 
was written and hell play me ihe notes on ihe 
piano So HI sing it how he wants it, I'm not proud. 
As long as it ends up sounding yrxid and I can 
bel ieve in it then I rign i care one "way or another 
who wrote it or who lotd me whal to sing 


"But I'm a bit choosy about which key l sing in. 

D and E are my favourites I don't like A at all 
because it means I come 10 a! ihe top of my range 
and I don'1 have much Ich lo work with I can only 
hit B in my normal voice, you see although on a 
9 bud night l come in again at D, E and F. Hut 
that’s not singing, it's" screaming. The note 
doesn't come from your diaphragm, rl comes irom 
the throat That's how lan Gillan gets so high. Bui 
I find if I de it too much il can give me problems 
with my voice. I don'1 usually gel much trouble at 
all but when we were in the States we wer& 
booked to do about 43 shows in 45 days and we 
made the mistake ot rehearsing the whole show 
cm the day or rhe first gig. Thai put a real swain on 
my voice and affer three gigs it was really begin¬ 
ning to croak. After live it had vanished com¬ 
pletely. iVe never been one to gargle in cider I 
vinegar or any ol the olher things you're sup 
posed to do to keep your voice in tnm but I was I 


desperate. A waitress in Detroit suggested honey 
and lemon which brought my voice back withm an 
hour so I started taking honey qn stage with me 
But in ihe States you buy honey in a little plastic 
bear-shaped container which dtonl look at nli 
rock'n'roll So I put it in a whisky glass instead.

Now Mick Green has developed a 
unique technique which enables him 


to play lead and rhythm guitar at the 
same time — a perfection yet to be 
equalled- Tracks like "Johnny B 
Goode, Good’, a Quo-style boogie 
romp with vicious light-fingered guitar 
work leading onto a roaring 'live’ 7 
rendition of 'Johnny B Goode", cru¬ 
cifying Hendrix's version on style and 
originality. The way he bends and 
stretches his fingers across the fret- 
board with astonishing speed leaving 
Eddie Clarke and Friends tar, far be¬ 
hind Blinding solos on Talking About 
You' and 'Four To The Bar’ would 
make anyone's pacemaker erupt.

AFTER so recently having stormed the Queen s 
troops with their confederate onslaught, Black- 


foot have now established themselves as a lead¬ 
ing powerforce in Rock n* Roll today. Thoroughly 
deserved after years of hard graft, Blackfoot have 
finally come out of the Lynard Sky nerd stable and 
have grown to hold their own. 

This being their debut album released back in 
1975 has now become something of a collectors' 
item, and is now selling extremely well as a high- 
priced import, due to BlackfooFs sudden wave of 
success. 

Even though released many years ago it still 
displays Blackfoot’s deep southern roots to their 
highest strengths. Their ability to combine stre¬ 
nuous slide runs with a hard core back beat is ful¬ 
ly exploited on tracks like Indian World' and 'Not 
Another Maker', which also shows the band’s fine 
ability for melodic harmony work.

On earth 
showed the first signs of the 
musical change which Angel wuW 
adopt more wholeheartedly in 
future. 

The opening cut Gan You Feel

Perhaps this stylistic alter atiun 
was induced by new producer 
Eddie Kramer, who look over from

The second released 1977 
heralded the first appearance on 
vinyl of Felix Robinson, who 
replaced Micky Jones on bass — 
possibly because he was better 
lookinq and fitted into th* new Angel 
teen-dream concept more 
precisely Eddie Leonetti took the 
production credits and pushed the 
lop pretentions within the band to 
the lore 

This was certainly a wise move, 
lofctng the wrtting team of 
Meadows-Giuffria'DiMino to locus 
on their aims more dearly. 

This was certainly a wise move , 
forcing the wntmg team ol 
Meadows-GiUffna-DiMfcoo to focus 
go the*r aims more clearty The 
band were stilt Hard Rock. make no 
mistake hut they were now more 
accessible, toying themselves open 
to singles success.

Many of the versions of original 
numbers are in fact improved here, 
but had Angel thought more 
carefully about this album, they may 
have finally cracked America 
Tunes Irom Sinful' and three or four 
new numbers could have turned a 
good album into a great one, 
especially when one considers 
£0th Century Foxeg , the only new 
original number her*. The song was 
recorded to accompany the film 
Foxes arw was a stunning answer 
to Kiss’s I Was Made Fot Coving 
You'. It Angel's songwnling was 
progressing at INs rale, who knows 
what they might have achieved^! 

As events worked out, Angel 
were dropped by Casablanca to 
1990. just as they were negotiating 
to support Kiss m Europe and finally 
split in 19&1. All that remains is six 
albums and a tremendous potential 
(hat was only just reaching fruition. 
Angel were a truly inspired band - 
sw tor yourself.
